It remains for the individual farmer everywhere to do his share, to do it 
promptly and thoroughly. All the precautionary measures should be taken, 
and an ever watchful eye kept on developments. It is necessary to wage 
the battle against the grasshopper, not only-to save this year’s crop, but to 
insure the success of future crops which the rapid elimination of this danger 
requires. y 

Then there is the noxious weed. It takes many forms, but each and 
every varicty is destructive, some, of course, more destructive, than others. 
Noxious weeds have, through neglect, because of neglect in the past, ruined 
many a fine farm, They are still making headway, and a combined allied 
warfare by all agriculturists against them is one of the pressing needs of 
the present time. Noxious weeds cannot be fought by farmers singly. 
Despite the greatest care by scores of farmers, one or two indifferent and 
neglectful farmers can do irreparable damage to a whole district. The 
high winds of the west can seed an immense area of land with weeds just 
as effectively as a drill can sced them. 

Farmers complain sometimes of excessive elevator charges taking an un- 
due toll from the receipts of their year’s labor; or of the prevailing high 
freight rates which have the same effect; or of the loss of so many cents a 
bushel resulting from a sudden drop in the market price. It is important, 
however, that they should become fully seized of the fact that noxious 
weeds, by decreasing the yield from their acres is taking, year after year, 
a heavier toll than any one of these things, and frequently a heavier toll 
than all of therg put together. 

Noxious weeds impose a loss of millions of dollars annually upon the 
farmers of Western Canada through decreased yield. They impose a 
further loss in threshing bills. They add more loss in a falling off in 
grade. Finally, they are.a huge bill of expense for work in cleaning the 
land once it has been fouled, while the capital and sale value of any farm 
is enormously reduced from the presence of weeds, not only on the farm 
itself, but in the surrounding district. 

Every farmer, therefore, should not only make it his personal business 
to clean his own land, and keep it clean, but he should actively interest him- 
self in the affairs of his municipality and see that, through the enactment 
and enforcement of necessary laws for the protection of all, his whole dis- 
trict is cleaned up and kept clean.

As Canada has a direct interest in 
the outcome of the investigation now 
being conducted by a special British 
Royal Commission in the matter of 
the cattle embargo, some importance 
attaches to the terms of the reference 
under which the inquiry is being 
made. The commission is composed 
of Viscount Finlay (chairman), Lord 
Askwith, Sir Algernon Firth, Sir 
Harry Peat and Sir Arthur Shipley, 
and the reference is as follows: 

“To inquire into the admission into 
the United Kingdom of livestock for 
purposes other than immediate 
slaughter at the ports, whether such 
action would increase and cheapen 
the meat supply of the country, and, 
if so, to what extent, and whether it 
was advisable, having regard to the 
necessity of protecting livestock bred 
in the country-from the introduction 
of disease, and of restoring their num- 
bers after the losses to which they 
were subject during the war.’—Mon- 
treal Gazétte.

A 
splendid big game and fur hunter, he 
was remarkably cool in moments of 
danger as the following incidents will 
Show. - 

At my request for a story one eyen- 
ing, Robert said, “I was in the employ 
of the Hudsons Bay Company at 
Fairford Post, situated at the north 
end of Lake Manitoba, and the master 
there had occasion to send an express 
packet of importance to Fort Garry; 
this I was to take alone and on foot, 
and I decided to strike a direct course 
through the bush and swamps. It 
was in the spring of the year and I 
was travelling light; a H. B. blanket 3 
Point; two spare pair of moccasins; a 
single barrel flint lock gun; tomahawk 
and scalping knife with some tea, to- 
bacco and matches made up the out- 
fit. I took no provisions, but would 
depend on game killed en route. The 
distance roughly speaking would be 
about 160 miles, and on my second 
morning out I started as usual at the 
first peep of daylight and after an 
hour or so walking came out on the 
bank of a small round lake, about a 
long stone throw across; on the other 
side directly opposite me were two 
black bears standing on their hind 
legs and wrestling. I at once slip- 
ped a trading bullet on top of the 
shot charge in my gun, opened the 
pan and tapped the stock to show the 
powder well up; just as I was occu- 
picd in this the bears dropped on their 
four feet, looked across at me and 
each taking different directions start- 
ed at a clumsy gallop round the lake. 
One thinks quick in a moment of this 
kind and I was not prepared with my 
single barrel to meet both bears at 
once so I started to run and meet one 
of them, he came on at the same pace 
and when within a few feet I fired 
and killed him dead, then with my 
foot on his body I loaded as quickly 
as possible, but none too soon as the 
other bear was very close; taking 
careful aim I fired and killed him dead 
within a few feet of his mate.” 

“And then, Robert, what did -you 
do?” 

“T knelt down and thanked God for 
mercifully preserving my life (truly 
here was a lesson from an Indian, 
how few white men would have 
thought of their Maker), Well, my 
hunt was a good one, the bears were 
both young males and in Prime condi- 
tion; I decided to camp for a while 
and dry the skins so that I could put 
them in my pack and it would mean 
pocket money in Fort Garry; while 
the skins, after being carefully scrap- 
ed, were drying, I cut a quantity of 
the meat up in thin strips and hung it 
on stakes in the smoke, this meaning 
grub for the trip. 
quantity of meat over and I did not 
want to waste the good food; fortun- 
ately there was a muskeg close and 
on pulling upon a lot of moss I came 
to ice and on that I piled the spare 
meat, then placed heavy logs over 
the cache to keep off Mister Wolver- 
ine. 

This was the only exciting occur- 
rence on the trip, but the next even-

ing I struck a small Indian encamp- 
ment and was reccived with the great- 
est hospitality as usual and in return 
I directed

Many years after this Robert mov- 
ed with his family to the south branch 
of the Saskatchewan and located on a 
small farm, where from this base he 
would go on extended hunts in the 
winter and crop his land in the sum- 
mer time. About the same time ora 
year or later I had started fur 
trading in the Stony Creek district 
(now Melfort), and on a trading trip 
to Cha-kas-ta-pa-sin’s bands at Wa- 
we-a-ge-mow I was offered parts of 
three black bear and at once

Canada's total expenditures on for- 
est protection are about twice our 
face powder bill. 

To any Canadian who may protest 
that the allotments of money for for- 
est protection by any government or 
private interest appear excessive, let 
him consider some of the bills the 
Canadian people cheerily pay for their 
everyday luxuries. 

We spend on face powder and per- 
fumery $1,000,000. The bill for ice 
cream cones for juvenile Canadians is 
larger than the total amount spent on 
all forms of forest protection and for- 
estry in the province of Ontario. 

The national bill for cigarettes 
alone is over $23,000,000, and for 
cigars over $12,000,000. 

When any complaint is heard that 
the nation is paying too much for the 
maintenance of forestry branches, let 
it be considered that all such expenses 
bulked together barely come up to the 
national outlay for the single item of 
chewing gum,

Warchouses Opened at Regina and | 
Portage la Prairie. 

The Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers, Ltd., are making arrange- 
ments for handling the 1921 wool 
clip of Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
and as was the case last year they 
have decided to operate two wool re- 
ceiving warehouses, one at Portage la 
Prairie, Manitoba, and the other at 
Regina. These warehouses will be 
open to receive wool and sheepskins 
from June 1 to August 15, and upon 
request woolsacks and paper twine 
will be sent out to contributors from 
these points. All correspondence will 
be handled from the Regina office. 

The company on request, in addi- 
tion to forwarding woolsacks and 
paper twine to contributors, will also 
forward sufficient Cooper’s Dip, either 
powder or liquid, as desired, to dip 
their flocks, the cost being deducted 
from the wool returns. All wool 
should be shipped to reach the com-| 
pany’s warehouse either at Portage la 
Prairie or Regina, between June 1 and 
August 15. The wool will be shipped | 
in car-lots from the above points in 
original sacks to the central ware- 
house at Weston, Ont., where it will 
be graded by experienced graders 
provided by the Dominion Livestock 
Branch and weighed by a Dominion 
Government weighmaster. It has 
also been arranged that on request 
from the producer, an advance pay- 
ment of approximately two-thirds of 
the market value of the wool will be 
paid just as soon as the wool has} 
been graded, the wool being sold 
when in the opinion of the manage-| 
ment, it is possible to obtain its mar- 
ket value and as soon as it is all sold, 
final returns will be paid to the pro- 
ducers, who will be paid everything |

make the early trip to the north. A 


large houseboat, constructed by the 
Alberta Motor Boat Works, is taking 
the government men down, the party 
travelling under the aegis of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, 

The houseboat “H.B.C.,” which is 
conveying the party to the habitate of 
the Dogrib and the Slave, is resplen- 
dent in vivid green hull, red water 
line and white deck house with a flag- 
staff in the bows flaunting the flag of 
the H.B.C. and the Red Ensign float- 
ing from the stern. The houseboat 
marks a new efa in transportation for 
the northern rivers, and with the ad- 
vent of airplanes at Fort Simpson, 
tokens the coming of the white man, 

The new craft is fifty feet long, 
with eleven foot beam, and will draw 
twelve inches of water, but despite 
her she is comparatively light, 
weighing but three tons, will 
make her easier of handling on the 
railways and portages, 

The entire vessel is Alberta made. 
She constructed from Alberta 
and built by Alberta work- 
men, and to anyone who knows aught 
of marine construction, she “is a 
eredit to the builders. The “H.B.C.” 
has no power of her own; she simply 
represents living for the 
treaty party, and will be towed down 
to the Arctic by the gas boat “Neche- 
mus” of the H.B.C. fleet.

Reasons Why Canadians Should Buy 
Within the Empire. 

“The new Budget has made it more 
advantageous than ever for Canadians 
to buy British goods rather than 
those of United States manufacture,” 
declared Captain Evan J. Edwards, 
senior British Trade Commissioner in 
Canada, in a recent interview in Mon- 
treal, “It will also be a big help to 
agents and business houses who pre- 
fer to do business with the Mother 
Country, and within the British Em- 
pire. Sir Henry Drayton, Minister 
of Finance, in his speech when intro- 
ducing the Budget, pointed out that 
business: with the United Kingdom 
continues to be satisfactory, imports 
from these having risen from $126,- 
359,249 in 1919 to $213,930,946 in 1920, 
with the added satisfaction to Cana- 
dian buyers and consumers that their 
dollars are at a premium in the Eng- 
lish market, as against a discount in 
the United States. i 

“A section of the Budget which 
will assist very much indeed is the 
clause requiring customs duty to be 
levied on the invoiced value of goods 
after taking the rate of exchange into 
account, At the desire of business 
interests throughout Canada, customs 
regulations drawn up several months 
ago made it compulsory for this to be 
done with European goods, but for 
certain reasons no similar require- 
ments were made on imports from the 
States. The result was a consider- 
able advantage to importers of Ameri- 
can goods, so much so, that in many 
cases with a high rate of exchange 
it amounted to a quite substantial re- 
duction of the protective customs 
tariff, and sometimes did away with 
the preferential tariff given to pro- 
ducts of the Empire. 

“Now American manufactures will 
rank the same as those of any other 
country,” continued Captain Edwards, 
“and I believe the effect will be not 
only to encourage British trade, but 
to assist considerably in re-establish- 
ing the equilibrium of trade between 
Canada and the States, and bring back 
to its fair value the Canadian dollar, 
which is improving so slowly that 
still it is worth only some ninety 
cents in the States. 

“Sir Henry Drayton says—and it is 
clearly known to every business man,
